McGUl won out In the annual Inter- 
collegiate track meet at the M.A.A.A.

ing the teams from Toronto and 
Queen's in a decisive manner. The 
final result gave McGUl a margin ot 
nineteen points over Toronto, and cine 
over the combined total of both the 
Utter and Queen's. 

The complete nature of McQIII'a ( ic- 
tory is best seen by an unalysdM ot the 
results. In the thirteen events which 
comprised the afternoon's programme 
the Red and Whito took 8 firsts, 7 
seconds and 3 third places, thus clearly 
demonstrating their superiority. In no 
event on the curd did u MeOill man 
fall to get a place, while in four if tho 
contests two places were gained 1 ■ 
local pniUrtcb. 

The showing mud.* bv the .Moti ill 
team, while a surprise to many, Old 
not exceed the expectations of those 
who had followed the performance? of 
the athletes this year, as the records 
of the inter-class meet held last iveoh 
Indicated that the men wire all at the 
top of their form and could be iH- 
pended upon to give, a good account of 
themselves. A comparison of the n - 
suits in the McGiil sports wl;h hose 
of the Toronto meet gave the adv. i li- 
tige to the former. This, however, was 
•thought to be offset in some degree a I 
least by thc fact that the Varsity meet 
had been held under unfavorable wea- 
ther conditions.

over, and, taking the lead in the first 
four events of the afternoon, held it 
until thc end. The McOIll victory, al-

Cu.sh.ing defeated Leonard, of Varsity, 
In the polo vault, five of the points 
counted upon by the Blue and White, 
went lo McGiil. Queen's was never a 
serious contender a t any stage of the 
meet, McKtnuon in the weights being 
the only man sent up from the King- 
ston University who made any sort of 
a stand. 

Ideal weather conditions prevailed, 
and the track was exceptionally fast. 
As a repult the competitors were able 
to show their best form and the erowd 
was treated to some' of the closest and, 
most gruelling contests ever seen in an 
intercollegiate meet. One record «vas 
broken .luring the. afternoon, Clarke, of 
Toronto, winning thc three-mile event 
In the fast time o' It! min, II 3-5 ,ees„| 
after one ot the most exciting races in 
the history of Intercollegiate athletics. 
The time, of the winner wits 25 .ces. 
under the previous mark. Gerrie, <>t 
McGUl, who led for the greater part 
Of the distance, was only beaten out by 
a yard at the finish, and although .n 
the best of condition, collapsed ; ft»r 
hreantlng the tap.. Another sircnu is 
finish was seen In the half-mile .'•ent, 
which was won by While, ot Maol >n- 
ald College. Scott, the Queen's en try i 
who «s running 'third, fell when about 
ten yards from the finish, and nftcr 
being insisted to his fu i, lurched across 
t tic line, still in third position. II, was 
disqualified, however, becu ilsu of his 
being assisted. Moore, of Toronto, 
being given the place. Scott, it <vas 
stated etterwai ds,- w as in no shape to 
KM ml a hard race, having been re- 
leased from tlu- hospital hut a. : hort 
time ago. 

Although the crowd which turned 
■ nit to witness 'he meet was not a large 
file, those who did take the trouble to 
go nut i.n the grounds were given an 
interesting afternoon. The finishes In 
all the running events were close, and 



thc fact that the McGUl entries were 
always well up In front, did not de- 
tract from the excitement. In the 
hundred yards, which was the second 
event on the card, Smclzer and Heron 
had a great battle for first place, the 
latter finally winning out. These 'wo 
had another close flnisn in the -.'20 later 
In the afternoon, the result being the 
same. Queen's look third in the first 
of these events, while Brown of To- 
ronto, finished next to the McGiil pair 
In the second. Kraser and White fin- 
ished first and second respectively in 
the quarter-mile, after a hard race with 
the Toronto entries, thus gaining eight 
more points for McGiil. I'arthing was 
boaten out by Sanderson, of Varsity, 
In the hurdles, but took second place 
from Drown, who was looked upon by 
the Queen City athletes as one of their 
strongest cards. 

The work of Sutherland, In the ham- 
mer, discus and shot-put waa particu- 
larly remarkable, the Nova Scotia 1-tr- 
culea carrying off first place In all 
three events. In thc hummer and t,hot- 
put he easily distanced MeKlnnon, of 
Queen's, who took second place, but in 
the discus Was given a close call by 
Walters, of Varsity, who came within 
an Inch of the mark set by the McGiil 
man. Sutherland's work alone, gained 
15 points for McGUl, and ho con- 
sequently looks to be a worthy succ.es- 
sop to MacDougal, who used to be the 
MctiHI mainstay in these events. 

A surprise whs occasioned In the 
first event of the afternoon, when Frio 
Cunning won the pole vault, defeating 
the much-touted Leonard, of Varsity, 
who «as looked upon as almost the 
certain winner, ''ashing wa.s In rare 
form, however, and when thei cross-bar 
had been raised to il feet, cleared it 
beautifully.

LAST EVENING 

Members of Faculty Mode Inter- 
esting Addresses 



"How different are the circums- 
stances under wliitfh we meet to. night 
than were those of a year ago," said 
Dean Rlrkett in prefacing his re- 
marks to the Medical Society lust 
night. 

This typified the character of the 
gathering for though there was lively 
music, and song, of wnich Tippcrury 
was far and away tin- favorite, there 
came to the surface repeatedly the 
fact that the Nation is at war and that 
medical men as a whole must bear a 
heavy responsibility. 

.1. .1. Knoll, 'IB. president of the So- 
ciety, introduced Principal Peterson, 
who .laid In part, "Although I am very 
busy. I am not too busy to visit the 
Medical Society. I realise fn|| well 
the ancient glory of Meaill which de. 
veloped from the Medical Faculty — 
the first, one of the University. 

How the horizon of the medical 
man has broadened in the last score 
years— formerly the aim of the pro- 
fession was to cure, diseuse and alle- 
viate pain, now prevention Is thc basic 
principle of tho profession. 

.... Some claim this war is due 
to economic causes, how revolting to 
our natures— that's for the Germann 
and other like kinds — not for us." 

Thc speaker touched upon the eco- 
nomic value of good health — the gain 
In efficiency rosultlng from It and the 
important part played by phyrieiann 
In its maintenance. Reverting to the 
absorbing subject of war Dr, Peterson 
recalled that when he spoke at a large 
banriuet tit Brown University last 
week he sounded the attitude of the 
audience, "we have ample reason to 
believe that our brothers in the

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DE BELLO GERMANICO 

The magnitude and difficulties of the struggle in which the Em- 
pire is now engaged are beginning to be a little more understood even 
by purblind politicians and nerveless financiers, who for different rea- 
sons, were loud in proclaiming some weeks ago that the war \vould be 
finished before the close of the present year. Speaking a few days 
ago, Lord Milner, one of ihc experienced statesmen of the Empire, 
who have given up the absurd notion that one British peasant is equal 
to five trained Germans, and whose activities have been more compre- 
hensive than those of mere speech-making and laying foundation 
stones of public buildings, said, that wc must be prepared to sec sev- 
eial Christmases pass before we could emerge victorious from the pre- 
sent conflict. Mow any thoughtful person could expect a speedy ter- 
mination of the war, unless it were through the triumph of Germany, 
is difficult to understand. 

It must have been obvious to those who were at all observant that 
the initial advantage '.vas bound to be with that nation which had 
been preparing steadily for years to carry out its plainly proclaimed 
policy of aggression and which was permitted to choose its own lime 
for declaring war. There is a great deal for the British Empire to 
learn from the military preparedness of Germany and her persistent 
pursuing of a definite aim (devilish though this may be considéra* by 
ome) as against a policy of drifting, of general slackness and waiting 
on the pleasure of other nations. German economic development has 
justly excited admiration not unmixed with envy. In the organization 
of her universities, in the stimulation of scholarship ahd research, in 
the untiring desire to increase the sum of human knowledge, and in 
.e-xapacity for national self-sacrifice, Germany has set an example 
to the rest of the globe. 

To hurl invective at the head of the German Emperor and his ad- 
visers is cheap; to berate his stupidity and that of the German people, 
who support him, may relieve our feelings of exasperation, but at the 
same time it writes down our own intelligence rather lower than theirs. 
For many of those who now arc swelling this chorus have been un- 
able to realize the fact that William II was in earnest in his dramatic 
utterances and spectacular displays, and that his friendly speeches to 
English people were intended as a kind of soothing syrup. A great 
mistake (depending on dullness of imagination) has been made in not 
taking seriously the frequent pronouncements that Germany, which 
had become great under the leadership of Prussia, deserved, and must 
have, a greater place in the sun. 

We shall certainly show an absence of right spirit and an unwar- 
rantable lack of courage if we allow ourselves to contemplate any 
other ending to the present war except a successful finish from the 
Empire's point of view. And such a finish must inevitably involve, 
notwithstanding the lady-like Bayswaler speeches of some nice tea- 
party people, and the protests of obvious hypocrites, a certain degree 
}f humiliation for Prussia, and indirectly for the German people. The 
.alternative would be the humiliation of ihe British people and a prob- 
able enormous damage to this country. Indeed, in the event of a dis- 
aster to the British fleet, Canada would have to beg protection from 
the United States. And even if this were given on the most generous 
tiirms, it is doubtful whether it could be effective for very long. 

It is inadvisable to spend time at present in speculating as to prob- 
able peace conditions. Tremendous efforts have to be made before a 
peace, which amounts to anything more than an armed truce, is pos- 
sible. As reasonable beings we want the end of the war to come as soon 
as possible, but we want peace on conditions that afford a prospect of 
its being relatively durable. Otherwise, the lives of thousands of brave 
men will have been sacrificed for nothing. So long as the German 
Navy .remains intact there will be a menace to the peace of the globe; 
and this, clearer-headed Americans of non-German origin (too 
shrewd to be befooled by the labored pleadings of Professor Mun- 
sterberg and the mis-statements of" Mr. James Speycr) are beginning 
to perceive. 

The various clever professorial, financial and political agents of 
the German Emperor will have difficulty in persuading the American 
people that the destruction of the British Fleet would not throw an 
enormous military burden on the United State» considering that Ger- 
man statesmen have shown themselves capable of appreciating nothing 
but the force of big battalions and heavy guns. They will find it im- 
possible to arou'c general sympathy for a people whose government 
has openly proclaimed that Prussian might is the only right, that 
treaties and contracts, when inconvenient, are to be ignored and have 
promoted the pillaging and plundering of private property and the 
ancient barbarity of taking hostages in order to exact tribute money. 

The only argument for such people is what can be supplied by 
cannon and bayonet. But as the world has probably never seen a 
more wonderful combination of national brains and muscle than is 
fupplicd by the fighting machine of Germany, it will tax all the re- 
sources of the British Empire to show "the magnificent blond brute 
Tabidly rampant for victory that he is not invincible." It is useless re- 
peating the phra e "we must win." with which certain superior peo- 
ple, who shut their ryes to facts, calm themselves, unless every effort 
is made to suppl) the means of achieving the end. There is no spe- 
cial dispensation involving of necessity the success of the Empire's 
arms. The latter will depend on the greatness of our exertions. Can- 
ada ha-, the profoundest interest in ih" result. For the final and satis- 
factory settlement to which Germany has been looking forward is ll 
smashing of Britain and dismemberment of the Empire. 



1 have been asked to say u few 
w v,rds «on the question ot health in 
war time that you may realize its im- 
portance. Formerly, an army inarched 
on its belly, now it marches on its 
main. Only by utilizing existing 
knowledge, in all grades from coit'i- 
:iiamier-in-ehicf to private, is the 
maximum of success available, to put 
the large»! number or the enemy out 
of action with the minimum of loss to 
his own men is the aim of every sen- 
era]. While in one way modern war 
merges the individual in a great ma- 
chine, on the other hand, the intelli- 
gent action of the unit has never been 
so important a factor in making the 
machine work smoothly and efficient- 
ly: After all. It is the man behind the 
gun who wins the victory. What I 
wish to urge is a true knowledge of 
your foes, not simply of the bullets, 
but of the much more important en- 
emy—the bacilli. In the wars ot the 
world they have been as Saul and) 
David— the one slay Ins thousands ami 
the other tens of thousands. I can 
never sec a group of recruits marching 
to the depot without mentally asking 
what percentage of these fine fellows 
will die legitimate and honorable 
deaths from wounds, what percentage 
will perish miserably from neglect of 
ordinary sanitary precautions'.' It is 
bitter enough to lose thousands of the 
best «if our young men in a hideout! 
war. but It adds terribly to the trti- 
gedy to think that more than one-halt 
Of the losses may lie due to prevent- 
able diseases. Typhus fever, malaria, 
cholera, enteric dysentery have won 
more victories than powder and shot. 

Some of the diseases I mentioned 
need no lonntcr be dreaded. Typhus, 
mill malaria, which one hundred y ears 
» c " pouted a great English army in 
the Wulcherap Expedition against 
Antwerp are no longer formidable toes. 
But enough remain, as we found by- 
sad experience In South Africa. or 
the 22,000 lives lost In that war — can 
you helive It? — the bullets accounted 
for only 8,000, the bacilli for 14,000! In 
the long arduous campaign before us 
more men will ko Into the field than 
ever before in the history of the Em- 
pire. Before It Is too laic, let us take 
every possible précaution to guard 
against a repetition of such disasters. 

I am here |o warn you soldiers against 
enemies more subtle, more dangerous, 
and more fatal than the Hermans - 
enemies against which no successful 
battle can be fought without your in- 
tcllis-ent co-operation. So far, the 
world has only seen one great war 
waned wlih the weapons of science 
against these foes. ilnr Allies, Japan- 
ese, went into the Russian campaign 



prepared as fully against bacilli as 
against bullets, with the result that 
th« percentage of deaths from disea.se 
was the lowest that has ever been at- 
tained in a great war. Which lesson 
shall we learn? Which example .ahull 
we follow ? — Japan, or South Africa 
with Us sad memories? We are not 
likely to have to lislit three of the 
greatest former scourges typhus, ma- 
laria and cholera — though the possi- 
bility of the last has to be considered, 
i'.ut there remains dysentery, pneu mo- 
nta, and enteric, ugaljisl two of which 
we should be able to bring to bear 
successfully resources of modern 
science. Dysentery, and inflammation 
m the large bowel, has been for cen- 
turies one of the most terrible of camp 
diseases, killing thousands, and, in Its 
prolonged damage to health, one of the 
most fatal of foes to armies. So far 
as we know, It is conveyed by water, 
and only by carrying out strictly, un- 
der itll circumstances, the directions 
about boiling water can it be prevent- 
ed. 1 1 is a disease which, even under 
the best circumstances, cannot always 
be prevented: but with cue the inci- 
dent should be reduced to a minimum, 
and there should never again be wide- 
spread outbreaks In the camps them- 
selves. 

Pneumonia is a much more typical 
disease to prevent. Many of us, un- 
fortunately, carry the germ with us. 
In these bright days all goes well in a 
holiday camp like this: hut when thr 
cold and the rain comes and the Ions 
marches the resisting forces of th 
body are lowered. The enemy, always 
on the watch overpowers the guard, 
rashes the defences and attacks the 
lungs. He careful not |o neglect coughs 
and colds, \ man in good condition 
should tv aide to withstand the wet- 
ting and exposure that lower the sys- 
tem, but in a winter campaign pneu- 
monia causes a large amount of sick- 
ness, and is one of the serious enemies 
of the soldier. Above all others one 
disease has proved most fatal in mod- 
ern warfare— enteric or typhoid fever, 
over and over again it has killed 
thousands before they ever reached the 
liriuu line. The United States troops 
had a terrible experience In the Span- 
ish-American war. In six months, be- 
tween June and November inclusively, 
among 107,973 officers and men in 
ninety-two volunteer regiments, 20,- 
Î3S— -practically orio-tlDh of the entire 
number — had typhoid fever, and l.r.so 
died, fortunately, in this country ly- 
phold fever is not prevalent In the 
districts in which camps are placed. 
The danger Is chiefly from persons 
who have already had the disease, and 
who carry Ihe germs In their intes- 
tines, harmless messmates in them, 



but capable of Infecting barracks or 
camps, v/ou cm ea.su> understand how 
tlies lighting on ihe discharges of 
such typhoid curriers could convey the 
Serais tar and wide. ll was in this 
way probably, and by uusi that the 
bacilli were so ratal in South Africa. 
Take to heart ihesu figures: There 
were 57,ti8l cases of typhoid fever, of 
which l!l,1.*i4 were invalided and S.022 
died. More died from the bacilli of 
this disease than from the bullets of 
the Boers. Do let this terrible record 
impress upon you the importance of 
carrying out with religious care the 
sanitary regulations. 

One. great advance in connection 
with typhoid fever has been made of 
late years and of this I am come spe- 
cially to ask yon to take advantage. 
An attack of an infectious disease so 
alters the body that It is no longer 
Susceptible to another attack of the 
same disease; once a person has had 
scarlet fever, smallpox or chtckenpoX 
"he is not likely to have a second at- 
tack, lie is immune, or has what is 
called immunity. When you expose a 
solution of sugar to the air or if you 
add to tt a pinch of yeast, si process 
goes which we call fermentation, ac- 
companied by a growth of utile germs 
of the yeast In the fluid and by an In- 
crease in temperature (In fact, the so- 
lution has a fever) and Hie composi- 
tion of the fluid alters, so much so. 
that you can Inoculate it afterwards 
again and again with the same germ, 
but no further change takes place. 
Now, this Is what happens to us when 
bacilli make a successful entry Into 
our bodies. They overcome the forces 
that naturally protect the system, and 
grow Just as Hie yeast does in the 
sugar solution; but the body puts up a 
strong tight, all sorts of anti-bodies 
are formed Into blood und If re- 
covery lakes place from subsequent 
attacks Ihe body has mobilized its 
forces, and is sale for a few years at 
least against that disease. It was an 
Englishman, Jenner In 1 7i»8,w'ho found 
that It was possible to confer this im- 
munity by givlm? a person a mild at- 
•aek of a disease, or of one very like 
ll. Against smallpox all of you have 
been vaccinated — a harmless, safe, and 
effective measure. Del me give you 
a war illustration. General Wood of 
the Untied Stales Army told me that, 
when he was at Santiago reports came 
t tin t In villages not far distant small- 
pox was raging and the people with- 
out help of any kind. tie called for 
volunteers, all men who showed scars 
of satisfactory vaccination. Groups of 
these soldiers went into the villages 
took a care of the smallpox patients, 
cleaned up the houses, stayed then 1 
until the epidemic was over, and not 



one of them took the Ui.sea.se. Had not 
those men been vaccinated, at least :i!l I 
per cent, of them would ha ve taken I 
Smallpox. Now, what I wish to ask 
you is lo lake ad van .age ot the know- 
ledge (hat the Human body can be pro- 
tected by vaccination against typhoid 
lever. Discovered through the re- 
search of Sir Aimroth Wright, this 
measure has been Introduced success- 
ful!) into our own regular army. Into 
the armies of b'ranee, the United 
states, Japan, and Germany. 1 told 
you a few minutes ago about the ap- 
palling incident of typhoid lever in the 
volunteer troops in America during 
Hie Spanish-American W ar. That re- 
sulted largely from the wide preval- 
ence of .Hie disease In country dis- 
trais, so that the camps becama in- 
fected; and we did not then know the 
importance of the, fly as a carrier, and 
other points of great, moment. But in 
the regular army in Hie United States 
in which inoculation has been practis- 
ed now for several years, a number of 
cases has fallen from per thous- 

and men to practically nil. In Ihe 
strength of 90,646 there were in 1913 
only three cases of typhoid lever. In 
France the enteric rate among the tin. 
vaccinated was 168.41 per thousand, 
and among the vaccinated 0.1 S per 
thousand. In India where the. disease 
lias been very prevalent; success of 
the measure has been remarkable, in 
the United States, and in France and 
in some oilier countries this vaccina- 
tion against the disease Is compulsory. 
It Is not a serious procedure; yon may 
feel badly for 24 hours and the site of 
Inoculation will be tender, but 1 hope 
1 have said enough lo convince you 
that, In Hie interests of the cause, you 
should gladly put up with this tem- 
porary Inconvenience, it the lessons 
of past experience count, any expedi- 
tionary force on the Continent has 
much more to fear from the bacillus 
ot typhoid fever than from bullets and 
bayonets. Think again of South Afri- 
ca with ils .î7,00u cases of typhoid and 
with a million men in the field, their 
efficiency will be increased one-third 
If we can prevent enteric, It can lie 
prevented, it must be prevented; but, 
meanwhile, the decision is in your 
hands, and I know It will lie in favour 
ot your king and country. 

HOW IT IS DONE. 
The vaccination is similar to that for 
smallpox, except that there must be at 
least two Inoculations instead of one 
There is a sliidil local reaction at the 
seat of the vaccination, with redness 
and pain, and a general feeling of "out 
of sorts." An attendant rise in tens 
peinture is noticeable, but these dis- 
comforts sulfide within a few days.
